Japanese  film  makers  find  the  formula  for  the  adult  motion  picture  field. 


Since  1960  a new  form  of  art  film 
has  hit  the  American  theatre.  Known 
by  such  names  as  “Nudie  Cuties”, 
“Flesh  Flicks”  and  the  like,  they  have 
certainly  improved  with  age.  From  its 
inception  of  films  featuring  little  more 
than  bosomy  babes  bouncing  around 
the  screen,  it  has  advanced  to  the 
point  that  present  day  producers  in 
this  field  demand  better  stories,  girls 
who  at  least  have  some  acting  talents, 
and  cinematographers  who  know  how 
to  focus  a camera.  The  result  has 
been  that  better  pictures  have  spawn- 
ed bigger  audiences,  more  theatres 
showing  the  films,  and  consequently 
a constant  demand  for  new  and  bet- 
ter product  for  the  exhibitor. 
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As  usual  in  such  a case,  the  Japa- 
nese, long  noted  for  their  ability  to 
supply  any  market  that  needs  a com- 
modity, have  stepped  in  with  their 
films.  And,  although  their  first  few 
attempts  failed  to  meet  the  standards, 
they  have  now  found  the  formula. 

An  example  of  this  is  the  film  pre- 
sented on  these  pages,  “Midnight 
Love".  Although  not  scheduled  for 
release  for  at  least  six  months  these 
pictures  tell  their  own  story. 
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Japanese  film  makers  have  long 
been  noted  for  their  use  of  the  cam- 
era. Their  lighting  techniques,  camera 
angles,  etc.,  have  been  copied  by 
many  other  producers  around  the 
world.  Now  they  are  bringing  all  of 
these  technical  values  to  the  adult 
film  market.  To  this  they  have  added 
the  Oriental  mind  for  twists  in  stories. 

In  Midnight  Love  the  main  scene 
concerns  the  rape  of  a girl.  In  true 
Japanese  fashion  they  have  been  gra- 
phic and  beautiful  in  their  presenta- 
tion of  such  a scene.  The  young  girl 
bathing,  the  rapist  sneaking  through 
the  bamboo  fronds,  the  actual  rape 
scene  itself,  are  handled  in  such  a way 
that  the  motion  picture  goer  becomes 
an  eyewitness  to  the  crime. 
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Such  films  as  this  bode  well  for  the 
still  infant  adult  motion  picture  field. 
For  just  as  surely  as  this  film  will 
bring  people  into  the  theatres  around 
the  country,  just  as  surely  some  of 
the  American  producers  will  try  to 
emulate  its  success  by  adding  more 
technical  values  to  their  own  prod- 
ucts. As  in  any  business,  competition 
breeds  better  products.  And  once 
again  a new  competition  in  this  new 
and  growing  field  can  only  mean  bet- 
ter things  ahead  for  the  adult  motion 
picture  viewer.
